BOASTED OF LOOTING 
NORTHWESTERN MAIL CAR 
OF $200,000

Chicago, Dec. l l . — T hro u g h o u t 
Chicago'* underw orld today a m an ­ 
h u n t was on for the lone train b a n ­ 
di t who m urdered an express mes­ 
sen g er in nn ap p aren tly unsuccessful 
express holdup. 
Police said they ex­ 
pected im portant arrests m om entar­ 
ily. 
T h e bandit, w orking alone, entered 
th e baggage car of the V iking Ex- 
prsaa on the N orthw estern road, C hi­ 
cago hound, killed Russell Dickey of 
M ilwaukee, 
an 
armed 
messenger 
g uard, locked tw o trainm en in a cu b ­ 
byhole and escaped in 
a 
taxicab. 
H asty exam ination of the car showed 
th e safe* ap parently intact and offi­ 
cial* said they believed no loot was 
obtained. 
He told t hi* taxi driver, whom he 
forced at the point of a gun to held 
him escape, of having a confederate. 
Ho boasted th a t he had 
"killed 
a 
m a n " while his aide got aw ay with 
" 2 0 0 g ra n d " —-(1200,000). 
Train­ 
men, however, Insisted th a t the b an ­ 
dit was alone. 
T h e lone robber, It is 
believed, 
hoarded the train at H ighland Park, 
h Tew miles north of Chicago. 
R e­ 
volver In hand, he hoarded th e b ag ­ 
gage car and took Dickey by surprise, 
forcing him to crawl on hts hands 
and knees before lie had a chance to 
d raw a weapon. 
Dickey, however, seized an a p p a r­ 
en t opp o rtu n ity aud leaped on the 
b andit.

the recognition by France of the So 
viet Government of Russia. 
Indicating that France all the whip 
has been quietly wot ting to set hat 
own economic hous, In order, th* 
latest official figures of the Ministry 
of Finance on France’s exports ant 
Imports for the first ten months o 
the years 1924, 1923 and 1913. tonsid 
ered as the last normal years befur 
the war, show a steady and consider 
able gain all along the line.
